Capt. Carranza Plans Jump to 
Washington to Return Col.

MEXICO CITY, May 25.—Capt. 
Emilio Carranza, Mexican army

SAYS NAVY HAS FAILED T0 SEEK 
“EXPERTS” AID IN SUBMARINES 


Senator Gerry Assails Department; 
Dr. Elmer A. Sperry Says Group 
Would Help.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The 
Navy Department was assailed to- 
day for not seeking outside advice 
to further the safety of subma- 
rines by Senator Gerry (Dem.) of 
Rhode Island at the investigation 
by a Naval Affairs Subcommittee 
into the S-4 disaster last Decem- 
ber. 

Gerry spoke after Dr. Elmer A. 
Sperry, New York member of the 
Naval Consulting Board, had said 
that so far as he could remember. 
the board had not been consulted 
by the Navy Department since the 
World War relating to submarine 
safety devices. 

“It is unfortunate that the de- 
partment has not sought outside 
advice and made an effort to utilize 
the brains of the country,” Gerry 
said. “The departmest should use 
the scientists as much as possible 
in an effort to advance the navy.” 

Sperry is one of the original 
membera of the Naval Consulting 
Board, which was organized in 
1915. At all times, he said, mem- 
bers of the board were willing to 
give their services to the Govern- 
ment, but preferred to be in a posi- 
tion. of @aiting to be called on 
rather than to volunteer. 

Sperry is inventor of the Sperry 
Syroseope and the Sperry gyroscope 
stabilizer, used on many vessels.

SENATE ACCEPTS $22,495,000 
TAX CUT CONFERENCE REPORT 


Drops Provision for Publicity of Income Re- 


turns and Measure Goes to Housé 


for Final Action. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The 
conference report on the $222,495,- 
000 compromise tax reduction bill 
was adopted by the Senate today 
without a record vote after a pro- 
vision for public inspection of 
income tax returns had been elim- 
inated by a vote of 57 to 23. 

If the House ‘approves the com- 
promise the tax .bill will be sent 
to President Coolidge for signa- 
ture. 

Elimination of the publicity pro- 
vision by the Senate prevents any 
change in the existing !aw' in this 


regard. The question does not go 


before the House as it made no 
provision of the kind. 

The two Missouri senators, Reed 
and Hawes, voted. against the 
Norris. publicity amendment when 
they supported the Smoot resolu- 
tion instructing the Senate con- 
ferees to recede in their’ demands 
that the amendment. be retained 
in the .bill.° . . 

Senator Couzens (Rep.) of ,Mich- 
igah fought for retention of the 
publicity provision. He complained 


that the press had not stated the °% 


facts about the amendment :in its 
true light, saying that it differed 
from the “objectionable law” in ef- 
fect in 1924 permitting publication 
of the amounts of income tax paid. 

The Norris amendment adopted 
by the Senate would permit inspec- 
tidn of income’ tax returns “sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations 
governing inspection of other pub- 
lic documents.”

HOW GOOD STRAWBERRY JAM 
~ WILL TASTE NEXT WINTER 


Don’t Let the Berry Season Go By 
Without Putting Up Jam 
and Jelly, 

Science has added to her long 
list of “short cuts to success” by 
extracting the jellifying substance 
of fruits, refining and concentrating 
it, and putting it up in bottles so 
that you may buy it from your 
grocer and add it to any fruit you 
like and make it jell. 

Practically no fruit has enough 
of this jellying substance to turn 
all its juice into jelly. So now cooks 
do not even have to take a chance 
in making jelly and jam, they just 


add the put-up jelling substance to: 


the fruit. 

For instance, in- making straw- 
berry jelly, take three quarts fully 
smash them or 
run them through the food chop- 
per. Place the fruit in jelly bag 
and squeeze out juice. If a spark 
ling jelly is desired, drip the juice 
through a cotton flannel bag. Do 


not drip over inght, as unferment- 
ed juice ferments quickly. Measure 
eight level cups of sugar and four 
cups juice into a large saucepan, 
stir and bring to a boil. When boll- 
ing add a bottle of the jellying 
substance and bring again to a 
full rolling boil and boil for one- 


half a minute. Remove from fire, 


let stand one minute, skim, pour 
quickly and cover hot jelly at once 
with paraffine wax. 

Sliced strawberry jam.is some- 
thing néw in jams. To make it, cut 
in halves lengthwise with stainless 
knife about two quarts of smal) 
or medium sized fully ripe berries. 
Large berries should be quartered. 
After slicing weigh out two pounds 
berries, Or measure four and a half 
level cups, packing solidly into the 
cup until juice and fruit come to 
top of cup. Add seven level cups 
(three pounds) sugar and mix well. 
Use hottest fire and stir constantly 
before and while boiling. Bring 
toa full rolling boil and boi] hard 
for three minutes. Remove from 
fire and stir in one-half cup jelly- 
ing substance. 

Skim and stir constantly for just 
five minutes after taking from fire 
to cool slightly, which prevents 
fruit floating. Then pour quickly 
and cover hot jam at once with 
hot paraffin wax.

On this point I speak with some 
assurance. For many years I! 
examined patients for life insur- 
ance. It was in general a dreary 
and monotonous business. But it 
had a few compensations. One was 
that I learned what conditions 
could be influenced by the treat- 
ment used by the medical profés- 
sion and what conditions could not. 
It was nearly a daily experience 
for someone whom I had previously 
examined to be brought to me. At 
the former examination his blood- 
pressure had been found high. He 
announced that he had just taken 
a course of treatments and 
that his blood-pressure was now 
normal. But when I examined 
him, I found his bleod pressure 
was just exactly at the same figure 
it had been when ‘I previously 
read it. Lest it be supposed that 
the treatments in question had 
been carried out by the ignorant 
therapeutists in my own obscure 
community, let me say that the 
treatments were undertaken in a 
great variety of medical centers, 
including New York, Baltimore, 
Chicago, Vienna, Berlin, Paris and 
London. Not once in all my years 
of such observation have I seen a 
blood pressure permanently reduced 
by any means whatever. {I except 
some of the recent results with 
liver extract in selected cases). 

What advice is proper and char- 
itable to give on the subject? The 
most important thing to say is that 
the fluctuations in blood pressure 
are not an index of the general 
physical condition, If the blood 
pressure is up a little, it does not 
mean that the patient is worse 
than if it is down. It varies for 
many reasons. It is not a disease, 
but a physiological adjustment. On 
the whole, I am inclined to say that 
after the age of 50 no one should 
ever allow his bleod pressure to be 
read, or, if it is read for a life in- 
surance examination, to be made 
known to him. The knowledge 
causes too much unhappiness.

But this does not mean 
that al) activity in the world should 
j cease. To measure improvement by 
‘}the reduction of the blood-pressure 
reading or to suppose such a thing 
possible is erroneous. 

‘On this point I speak with some 
assurance. For many years I 
examined patients for life insur- 
ance. It was in general a dreary 
and monotonous business. But it 
had a few compensations. One was 
that I learned what conditions 
could be influenced by the treat- 
ment used by the medical profés- 
sion and what conditions could not. 
It was nearly a daily experience 
for someone whom I had previously 
examined to be brought to me. At 
the former examination his blood- 
pressure had been found high. He 
announced that he had just taken 
a course of treatments and 
that his blood-pressure was now 
normal. But when I examined 
him, I found his blood pressure 
was just exactly at the same figure 
it had been when ‘I previously 
read it. Lest it be supposed that 
the treatments: in ‘question had 
been carried: out. by the ignorant 
therapeutists in my own obscure 
community, let me say that the 
treatments were undertaken in a 
great variety of medical centers, 
including New York, Baltimore, 
Chicago, Vienna, Berlin, Paris and 
London. Not once in all my years 
of such observation have I seen a 
blood pressure permanently reduced 
by any means whatever. (I except 
some of the recent results with 
liver ‘extract in selected cases). 
What advice is proper and char- 
itable to give on the subject? ‘The 
most important thing to say is that 
the fluctuations. in. blood pressure 
are not an index of the general 
physical condition, If the blood 
pressure is up a little, it does not 
mean that the. patient is worse 
ihan.if it is down. ~It varies for 
many reasons. It is not a disease, 
but a physiological adjustment. On 
the whole, I am inclined to say that 
after the age of 50 no one should 
ever allow his blood pressure to be 
read, or, if it is\read for a life in- 
surance examination, to be made 
known to him. The knowledge 
causes too much unhappiness. 
Certainly do not give .up your 
work or your amusements, or, in 
‘the case of the female of the spe- 
cies, do not ‘be daunted from run- 
ning for Governor, or entertaining 
the weekly bridge club. |. Life 
should be designed for living, for 
the fullest expression of joy and 
activity.. It is better that it should 
flame out in-the full heat.of ex- 
nuberance than that it should ebb 
and flow, watched by apprehensive 
eyes, with the bobbing of a column 
of mercury. 

Angina pectoris, or pain'in the 
heart, causes disability by the fact 
of the severe, frequently recurring 
pangs, which bring with them a 
sense of impending death. It is a 
frequent cause of sudden death. 
Death from what is usually put 
down as acute indigestion is al- 
most invariably due to angina. 1 
remember well that one of the first 
cases, I ever attended was of this 
character. I was summoned. at 
midnight to hurry across the street, 
to find my neighbor, a man of 55 
years, dead on the floor. He had 
been perfectly well and had gone 
to a public dinner: on coming 
home he complained of pain in the 
pit of the stomach. Ten minutes 
later he died. On opening and ex- 
amining his body, we found not a 
single organ deranged, except that 
in one of the coronary arteries, 
which supply the heart itself with 
blood, ‘was a clot the size of a ker- 
nel of wheat. The treatment of 
the seizures of angina is best ac- 
complished by using drugs of the 
nitrite series—either nitroglycerin 
Or amy! nitrite being the most 
commonly employed. It is one of 
the few diseases in which it is nec- 
essary to prohibit tobacco. Here 
again a general reduction tn the 
high pressure of activity should be 
instituted. “Many a man’s life has 
been saved by an attack of angina,” 
William Osler once said. The at. 
tacks are usually brought on by 
unusual exertion.
